Plant of the Rock River 


Machine Co. Destroyed 


Early This Morning. 


BAD FIRE TO FIGHT 


Building, Machinery and Tools 


Totally Destroyed by the ' 


Devouring Flames. 


BLOW TO JANESVILLE 


A Ore that completely gutted 
the. 


front shop of the Rock Klver Machine 
Company's plant on 
North 
Main 
street, and did from eight to ten thoii' 
band dollars damage was discovered 
this morning about -J:30 o'clock. An 
alarm was turned In from box 21 
at 
the corner of North Main and Fourth 
avenue, but by the tlnfe the depart- 
ment arrived, nnd they were there In 
Pliort order, the entire building was 
on nre. 
The Inside of the building 


was completely burned out before the 
Pie was finally subdued. 


The building In which the damage 


was done contains the office, machine 
shop, foundry, blacksmith shop and 
Htore room. The ofllce Is In the south- 
east corner of the building, the ma- 
chine shop being directly north of the 
office and the foundry and boiler-room 
back of them, the upper story being 
used as a pattern and storage room. 


The Fire Discovered 


Tho fire was discovered about 4:30 
o'clock by Mrs. Ge/irge Welch, who 
lives almost opposite the 
factory. 


Sho had been called out of bed to at- 
tend to her child and noticed a reflec- 
tion on the window. 
She called to 


her husband that .she thought there 
was a fire at. the Machine Co's. plant. 
He jumped out of bed and on looking 
uut of the window discovered a small 
lilaze In the roof of the boiler room. 
He pulled on his pants and 
without 


•.valtlng to put on his shoes ran to the 
alarm box. a block away, broke the 
glass with his arm and sent In an 
alarm.
